DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Sarah A. Gove of this town. Number of 
weeks, 8 ; number of scholars, 11 ; average attendance, 9 ; number of times 
tardy, 39. This school at both of our visits appeared quite well. Fair pro- 
gress was made in the studies pursued, but had the scholars possessed a little 
more erergy and promptness the result would have been more pleasing. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Taught by Miss Helen D. Grimes of Hillsborough. Number of weeks, 8 ; 
number of scholars, 23 ; average attendance, 16; number of times tardy, 55, 
Miss Grimes is an experienced teacher and enters upon her duties with a will 
and determination that nothing shall be wanting that will tend to promote the 
interest and advancement of her pupils. Earnest in her efforts, and untiring 
in her zeal, she succeeded in impressing upon the minds of her scholars the 
importance of their work, and their labors together were both pleasant and 
profitable. Register perfect. 

. DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Lydia Simons of this town. Length of school, 
in weeks, 6 ; number of scholars, 16; average attendance, 14; number of 
times tardy, 14. Miss Simons is a teacher of rare abilities to govern, and the 
district made no mistake in procuring her services. At the commencement 
the scholars seemed rude and regardless of their duties; but at the closing 
examination it was apparent that a marked change had taken place.. Good 
order and studiousness had been established, and the term, considering its 
shortness, wasin every way a successful one, Register perfect.

This was the largest school in town and composed mostly of 
small scholars, who appeared at our first visit, rather restless, but at the close 
seemed to have Improved, and the advancement made in the various branches 
was good. Register imperfect. 

DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Lydia Simons. Number of weeks, 74 ; num- 
ber of scholars, 10 ; average attendance, 8; number of times tardy, 12.— 
Good order, good examination, faithful instruction were the characteristics of 
this school. Register perfect. 

DISTRICT NO. 7. : 


Summer Term taught by Miss Helen M. Burtt of Hillsborough. Number 
of weeks, 6; number of scholars, 7 ; average attendance, 6; number times 
tardy, 11. Miss Burtt is a faithful teacher, and considering the shortness of 
the term, the scholars reviewed well. Register imperfect. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Hannah J. Fulton of this towu. Number of 
scholars, 15 ; average attendance, 12; number times tardy, 9; number of 
weeks, 6. Miss Fulton is a thorough and systematic teacher, and all concern- 
ed could not fail to see that her labors were crowned with success. The 
practical information which she gave, as well as the lucid manner in which 
she explained, struck us as being particularly adapted to the school room.—

DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Ellen M. Kennedy of this town. Number of 
weeks, 8 ; number of scholars, 22; average attendance, 17; number of times 
tardy, 36.

REPORT OF THE WINTER SCHOOLS. 


PARENTS AND FELLOW CITIZENS:—Again we ask your kind indulgence 
while we take pleasure in submitting the following brief report of our services 
and observations for a part of the current year, ending March, 1866. 

The year rolls around, the fleeting moments of our existence are passing 
away,and hurrying us on with no sluggish march to the never ending future. All 
classes, from the little child to the gray haired veteran, are anxiously looking 
for the dawn of a more celestial day, and in this age of New England egotism 
dare we for a moment ponder on the past and reflect how little is accomplish- 
ed worthy of ourselves and the great end for which we live. . 

The schools have enjoyed a usual degree of prosperity, and in some respects 
improvement appears to have been made over any preceding year. Teachers 
have ag usual labored zealously, and in most cases have succeeded in govern- 
ing better and in securing closer application on the part of the scholars than 
formerly. Whispering has toa greater extent than ever before been banished 
from the school room, and let no one begrudge the cost of paper and ink, 
when it is noticed at the close of each individual report the names of those 
scholars whom the teachers report as not having whispered. Such ere gene- 
rally scholars worthy to be remembered for their devotion to wholesome reg- 
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ulation, their reliability and independent energy, which, if duly nurtured, will 
bring them rich rewards and no pangs ofremorse, as in after years they re- 
flect on their school days. 

Though teachers the past winter have demanded and secured an advance in 
pay over furmer years, there has been little or no corresponding advancenient 
in their qualifications, as any one would probably judge who has looked over 
the Registers or visited the schools. When teachers talk about “earning” 
their scholars we think they are trying to exceed the limits of their jurisdic- 
tion and had better by all means learn a little more themselves and teach their 
scholars, and when they fail to state any difference between annual and com- 
pound interest, but “rather guess” annual is a little the most, we think they had 
better study Adams’ Improved Arithmetic betore applying a second time for 
a certificate to teach school in this town, where the brains of most pupils are 
presumed to be in the right place, and whose intellectual powers only need 
cultivating and training to make good business scholars, not merely in name 
but in reality, ornaments to themselves, their parents, and the town. 

It requires no little tact to judge aright the qualifications of teachers apply- 
ing for certificates; much stamina to refuse their demands; and it is better 
to err on the side of charity : for many teachers rot well booked up, but pos- 
sessing good natural abilities, good governing powers, willing to labor dili- 
gently and carefully, accomplish much good, teach better schools, than others 
in one sense better qualified. But let no one infer that their success is due 
to lack of extended knowledge. The better educated a man is the better 
teacher thatman will be. In exploring an unknown country which would be 
* preferable as a guide, the man who is acquainted with every part, or he who 
has advanced only one day’s journey further than yourself. 


Our schools are far too numerous for our money and scholars, making them 
small in numbers, short in duration, and offering little or no inducement for 
the best educated and experienced teachers to come among us. And these 
remarks on qualifications are made general, for who of us are selfish enough to 
deem ourselves fully competent to educate aright the youthful immortal mind ? 
Who does not feel his own insignificance in view of the vast responsibilities 
that devolve upon us as teachers, parents or citizens, in the work of making 
our schools what they should be in directing the innocent minds found therein 
along the paths of virtue and justice to positions of respectabiiity and useful- 
ness, 

Onr schools are languishing for the want of care and attention. Too many 
are looking around and beyond the school-room, seeming to forget that in 
those rude huts their vital interests are at stake. However much we pride 
ourselves on our valuable educational system, ignorance, intolerance and pro- 
scription stalk at every corner, and when we consider that the great majority 
. of scholars go into business life with little education other than that obtained 
through our common schools, how essential it is that their standard should be 
elevated so at least that no children will be compelled to become “‘hewers of 
wood and drawers of water,” because forsootb, their parents were too poor to 
furnish the means of obtaining a high school or a college education. With 
taxes at two and a half per cent, and the prospect of their being increased, it 
may be looked upon as almost sinful to ask for larger appropriations or more 
liberal contributions in behalf of common schools, but if our people are to be 
the worst tax-burdened of any on the globe, let it not be said that the chil 
dren have the least means furnished for obtaining an education; and some 
provision should be made for furnishing more and better home instruction at 
the district school, so that the poorer classes, that under oppressive taxation 
can ill afford to send their children abroad may enjoy the benefit thereof.— 
Under the circumstancesin which the schools were visited we did not feel like 
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making any arbitrary changes in text-books, though in some respects it 
seemed tobe demanded. As to the books used in the several schools, refer- 
ence should be had to the Registers. The Bibb Progressive Series of Readers, 
Progressive Speller. Brown’s Grammar, Colburn’s Intellectual and Adams’ 
Improved Arithmetic, Hannaford and Payson’s Book-Keeping, are books well. 
adapted to the wants of the school room. Our visits to the schools have usually 
been short, but in the association with teachers and scholars the good under- 
standing that has invariably existed between us has made them pleasant to 
us, and we have eideavored to make them in return not moments of dread 
and anxiety, but of pleasure and satisfaction and by calling attention to the true 
relaiion of teacher and scholars, the importance of good government in order 
to enjoy pleasure as well as profit, and the noble incentives to diligence and 
patient toil, in the expectation of a more abundant present and future harvest 
of happiness, usefulness, and honor, it is hoped they have not been altogether 
unprofitable. In the individual report the whole number of scholars attend- 
ing school is given, but in the statistical table only those belonging in the 
district. 
DISTRICT NO. 1. 

Whole number scholars 19; average attendance 17. Under the instruction. 
of Charles H. Eaton. It is to be regretted that not being informed of the 
close of the school, it reczived only one hasty visit, and consequently full jus- 
tice may not be done Mr. Eaton or the school. It appeared to be doing well 
at the beginning, and I expected a profitable term. The scholars seem to 
have had little pride in abstaining from whispering. However I think 
they did as well or better than usual in this respect. All honor to Isabella 
Ellsworth and Alzira Gove for not having whispered, and much praise to Ad- 
die A. Ellsworth and Keziah Dickey for doing well. 


| DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Taught by Mark Manahai:, an experienced teacher, At our first visit the 
school was actively engaged, and but for some whispering and restlessness, 
which we hoped a few days of patient effort would overcome, appeared well. 
The result showed Mr. Manahan to have worked diligently, and very good 
book improvement to have been made, but that same careless, uneasy ma- 
neeuveriug was still too apparent. Lucinda M. Heath is the only scholar 
whom Iam allowed to report as not having whispered. Scholars of No. 2, 
you must do better next term, or your names will hardly appear above the 
low horizon of mediocrity. ; 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Whole number scholars, 20; average attendance, 16. This school was a 
second time taught by Miss Martha A, Muzzey,and we think with equally 
good success as on the former occasion. The government was good, and the 
progress all that could be expected. Miss Muzzey labors perseveringly and 
succeeds well in this school, therefore our advice to the district would be to 
make a few incidental repairs and employ her again.

This was a short term of five weeks, with 9 scholars, average 8, and under 
the instruction of Alden P. Farrar, of Hillsborough, an industrious and pains- 
taking teacher. The scholars were quiet and well behaved, and made as good 
progress as could reasonably be expected.

DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Whole number of scholars 15. Average attendance 12, Taught by Henry 
Gove.

This is 
one of the few districts in town which boards their teachers gratuitously, and 
without saying pro or con in respect to the practice of boarding around, it may 
be said that it shows the interestedness of a district and the frugality with 
which they spend their money.
